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Sale of Schoo! Lands | Plans Mirrors to Blind Foe 


Some Remarkably High Prices are 
Obtained This Year 


Judging from cagerness of farm- 
ers in Western Canada to_ secure 
more land, next year should sce a 
large increase in the acreage under 
cultivation, Thanks to the high 
frices they are obtaining for their 
products, farmers have now _ more 
money than ever they had before 
and many are.availing themselves of 
present conditions to increase the 
size of their holdings. During the 
last few days a number of sales of 
school lands have taken»place at vat- 
icus points in Saskatchewan. School 
lands, it may be explained, consist of 
parcels of land which have been re- 
served in nearly every township in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, 
and originally comprised approxi- 
mately one-cightcenth of the entire 
area of the tliree provinces. They are 
administered by the Dominion § gov- 
ernment in trust, with the object of 
establishing a fund for educational 
purposes, and are disposed of by sale 
from time to time at public auction, 
subject to a certain upset price. 

At the sales just held in Saskat- 
chewan some remarkably high prices 
for wild land in Western Canada 
were obtained. For instance, at No- 
komis, Saskatchewan, where the first 
of the series of sales took place, one 
parcel of 160 acres was sold for $76 
an acre. Other parcels were knock- 
ed down at $70, $67, $50 and $45 per 
acre, The total proceeds of this sale 
amounted to $770,000. At the sale at 
Young, Saskatchewan, the total pro- 
ceeds amounted to $515,768 from 154 
parcels sold. The highest price se- 
cured here was $54 an acre for 160 
acres near Viscount, Saskatchewan. 
At Morse, Saskatchewan, 155 parcels 
were disposed of for $350,000, $45 be- 
ing the highest price per acre paid, 
while at Brownlee, Saskatchewan, 227 
parcels sold realized $838,000, the 
highest price per acre recorded be- 
ing $50. 

Land buying has not been confined 
to school lands, however, nor have 
these been the only lands to sell at 
prices above the average. Profitable 
crops, together with the desire of 


farmers to do their bit by producing 
as much as possible, have created 
great activity in the land business 


generally, and several pieces of farm 
land have: changed recently at what, 
for Western Canada, are high prices. 
As in a number of cases, these lands 
had hitherto been lying idle, and they 
are now being bought for farming 
purposes, their sale will result in 
greater production. Among some of 
the private sales recorded are 640

Interesting the Children 


Seed Fairs are Popular During Wint- 
er Months 


Seed fairs have become one of the 
most important branches of agricul- 
tural education, In Saskatchewan 
they were begun seven years ago, and 
have increased in size and import- 
ance each year. This year forty of 
these fairs have already been arrang- 
ed for throughout the province. They 
will open about the middle of _ this 
month and continue until the middle 
of June. In conjunction with them, 
poultry shows are often held, and 
sometimes live stock is exhibited. 

The college of agriculture sends 
two judges to each fair; one to ex- 
plain the formation about seed and 
other agricultural matters, the other 
to discuss live stock. The judges, 
who are graduates of the agricultural 
college, remain one or two days at 
each place, as the agricultural so- 
ciety desires. | 

Interesting the children is consid- 
ered a most important aim of these 
fairs, and the judges and school au- 
thorities co-operate to enable child- 
ren to take part in them, When a 
live stock show is held in connection 
with the fairs, children show animals 
they have reared themselves, Some- 
times they show a pig, a lamb, a colt 
or a calf, They keep charts show- 
ing when the animal came under 
thelf care, its weight at that time, 
how it has been fed, and what it has 
cost for feeding. This is what is 
called a completed project, and, it 
has been observed, a child can learn 
as much from one project as from 
several months at school,

Invention Offered Is One of 10,000 
Schemes to Help U.S. End War 


Fifty new ways to cnd the war are 

proposed daily to the U.S. war de- 
partment, for that many military in- 
ventions are submitted every twenty- 
four hours and nearly every inventor 
claims his device will revolutionize 
warfare. Ninety-nine out of 100 are 
discarded as impracticable in the war 
emergency, but for the sake of the 
possibilities in the one all are wel- 
comed. Here are a few of the de-) 
vices before the war department's; 
board of ordnance and fortifications, 
which gives preliminary investiga- 
tions to inventions, 
_ Polished reflectors to throw sun- 
light into the eyes of the enemy and 
blind him; elaborated sling shots for 
throwing bombs; land torpedoes re- 
sembling small tractor. engines to 
run across “No Man’s Land” and ex- 
plode in the enemy trench;  acrial 
torpedoes to fly without a_ pilot; 
chains to 
entangle airplanes in the skies; scelf- 
propelling. bombs resembling sky-" 
rockets; sabres with pistol attached 
to the hilt, to inflict double wounds; 
coats of mail, like medieval armor, 
to make soldiers shed bullets like 
raindrops; hand grenades with trailer 
Strings, the pulling of which causes

Prices for Produce 


Some Indications of Western Cana- 
da’s Prosperity This Year 


After a careful study of available 
Statistical matter, a Winnipeg news- 
Paper estimates that the cash returns 
which will be received by the farm- 
ers of Manitoba this year for their 
crop and produce will be between 
sixty-five and seventy-five millions 
Sreater than last year’s, The largest 
increase is in the wheat crop, which 
in 1916 is estimated to have yielded 
$46,722,588, .while a conservative esti- 
mate for the present year shows that 
the wheat crop in Manitoba _ should 
yield $199,239,760, or nearly $153,000- 
000 more than in 1916, . The latter 
estimate is based upon the price of 
$2.05 per bushel, which in view of 
the fact that the wheat is grading 
high, seems a very fair basis for an 
estimate, The acreage in wheat this 
year is not so great as in 1916, but 
the average yicld per acre is almost 
seven bushels more. : 

While the oat crop {s not so good 
this year as in 1916, the estimated 
yield being lower despite an increas- 
ed acreage, the increased price will 
make the value of the oat crop ex- 
ceed last year’s by more than five 
million dollars. 

Dairy products will show a mark- 
ed increase, and although it is yet too 
early to estimate the total cash re- 
ceipts for butter, cheese, milk and 
cream, it seems safe to say that the 
increase will be considerably more 
than $5,000,000. Last year dairy pro- 
ducts were valued at $4,483,614. Man- 
itoba butter continues to be in great 
demand and the Montreal market 1n 
particular, is bidding for every pound 
it can get. More than cighty cars of 
Manitoba creamery butter have been 
shipped east this year, and as each 
car represents $9,000 in cash, it is 
casy to realize the importance of the 
export butter industry to this prov- 
ince, which a few years ago was im- 
porting the larger part of its own re- 
quirements, s 

Equal conditions exist in Saskat- 
chewan and Alberta. No better indi- 
cation of the general prosperity of 
the west can be given than is afford- 
ed by the present state of the bank- 
ing business. Winnipeg, which may 
be termed the gateway of the west, 
has stepped into the second place in 
the bank cleating returns of the Do- 
minion, running Montreal very close. 
In a recent week the figures were 
nearly twenty-five millions and a half 
more than Toronto’s, and only about 
five millions less than Montreal's. 


Live Stock Shipping 


Co-operative Associations to Take up 
Shipping of Live Stock 


With the object of encouraging 
agricultural co-operative afeociations 
to take up more extensively the ship-* 
ping of live stock, the co-operative 
organizations branch of the depart- 
ment of agriculture of the province 
of Saskatchewan is issuing (receipt 
and accoun:ing forms for use in con- 
nection with the marketing of stock, 
These are based on the experiences 
of associations carrying on this kind 
of work during recent years. The 
forms tend to simplify the business 
greatly and contain many labor-say- 
ing devices. aie are accompanie 
by a bulletin explaining their _ use. 
One set, which is sufficient to record 
a whole year’s business, is supplicd 
free to every association engaged in 
live stock marketing, and afterwards 
they are to be supplied at cost, which 
will be in the neighborhood’ of $3 
per set.

Hoover himself is making war bread 
‘experiments in Philadelphia, and var- 
ious state food administrators, among 
them the head of the néovement in 
Montana, have taken it Up indepen- 
dently. ' 

The American war loaf will be real, 
palatable food. No one need worry 
on that score, It will not be the 
black bread of Russia, nor will it 
contain chopped straw or chalk, aft- 
jer the manner of the German and 
{Austrian masterpieces of malnutri- 
jtion, On the other hand, it will not 
|be the snowy white bread that Amer- 
licans have fooled themselves into be- 
licving is the paragon of all foods. 

Probably it will contain a modi- 
cum of corn, Corn bread has failed 
to gain wide popularity chiefly be- 
cause so few people know how to 
make it properly, Another anti-corn 
bread factor is the system of market- 
ing that makes corn“¥eal cost more 
than white flour, which is all wrong. 
There is nothing to indicate that 
people will not eat corn meal if they 
get it as an ingredient of a_ well- 
baked loaf sold at a reasonable price. 

When common sense gets in its 
work, the glaring faults of our pres- 
ent bread regime will be apparent 


to everyone. There is no common 
sense in a pound of bread’ costing 
more here than it does in London. 


‘There is no common sense in stub- 
born insistence on bread made only 
of bleached white flour, or in a sys- 
tem whereby a 10c¢ loaf weighs twice 
as much in cne city as in another, 
nor in the oudlandish profits that the 
ordinary run of bakers are at present 
extracting from a_brow-beaten pub- 
lic. War bread will teach us all some 
sadly needed lessons in economy and 
the science of cating well—-Spokane 
Spokesman-Review.

Final Appeal Judge 
Gives Ruling on, | 
* Exemption of Farmers 


Mr. Justice Duff (the Final Court of Appeal) De-| 
clares it is Essential that there shall be No 
Diminution in Agricultural Production. 
(Published by authority of Director of Public Information, 
Ottawa.) 
; Hon. Mr./Justice Duff gave judgment on December 
6th, in the firét test case brough Bee him, as Central 
Appeal Judge (the final court of appeal), for the exemp- 
tion of a farnr. The appeal was made by W. H. Rown- 
tree in respect of his son, W. J. Rowntree, from the 
decision of Local Tribunal, Ontario, No. 421, which 
refused a claim for exemption. The son was stated to 
be an experienced farm hand, who had been working 
on the farm continuously for the past seven years, and 
ever since leaving school. He lives and works with his 
father, who owns a farm of 150 acres near Weston, 
Ontario. With the exception of a younger brother, he 
is the only male help of the father on the farm. The 
ther is a man of advanced years, 


In granting the man exemption “until he ceases to 
be employed in agricultural labor,” Mr. Justice Duff 
said: 


“The Military Service Act does not deal with the 
subject of the exemption of persons engaged in the agri- 
cultural industry; and the question which it is my duty 
to decide is whether the applicant being and having 
been, as above mentioned, habitually and effectively en- 
gaged in agriculture and in labor essential to the carry- 
ing on of agricultural production, ought to be exempted 
under the provisions of the Military Service Act. 


“These two propositions are indisputable : 


“(1) In order that the military power of the allies 
may be adequately sustained, it is essential that in this 
country and under the present conditions, there 
should be no diminution in agricultural production. 


“(2) The supply of competent labor available for 
the purpose of agricultural production is not abundant, 
- but actually is deficient. 


“The proper conclusion appears to be that the ap- 
plicaint, a competent person, who had been habitually 
and effectively engaged in labor essential to such pro- 
duction, ought not to be withdrawn from it. 


“It is perhaps unnecessary to say that such exemp- 

*» tions are not granted as concessions on account of per- 

~~ gonal hardship, still less as a favor to a class. The sole 

_ ground of them is that the national interest is the better 

“ served by keeping these men at home. The supreme 

1ecessity (upon the existence of which, as its preamble 

shows, this policy of the Military Service Act is found- 

ed) that leads the State to take men by compulsion and 

put them in the fighting line requires that men shall be 

kept at home who are engaged in work essentia! to cn- 

able the State.to maintain the full efficiency of the.cam- 

batant forces, and whose places cannot be taken by 
others not within the class called out.” ‘

Eprror oF the Revisw ApvertiseR— 
The time has come for ACTION, 
not words, in connection with the 
administration, or rather lack of ad 
ministration, of our water and light 
departments. The people of this 
town have been put to serious loss 
and annoyance by the fact that water 
and light are not available when most 
wanted. 

This matter of the breakdown of 
our water and light avstems comes as 
a sort of a climax to a long series of 


at the “franchise” by law and ending 
with the putting of the water and 
light systems on the blink. 

The blundering babit bas been so 
strong that it manifested itself in the 
recent municipal “election”. In order 
to evade discussion and criticism they 
stole the election. But in this matter 
they overstepped the mark and, in 
my opinion, theelection was clearly il- 
legal and may yet be set aside. 

[Let me here say that no one is 
opposed to Messrs Murray and Knight 
on personal grounds, only as to the 
manner of their election. | 

According tothe Act under which the 
city does business, the law requires 
that notices be printed and posted 
setting forth the day and the hour 
when nominations will take place, 
and, if an election is necessary, the 
date of the election. This legal notice 
to the ratepayers was omitted, and, 
consequently, the ratepayers © were 
kept in total ignorance of the whole 
proceedings. Messrs Murray and 
Knight were not elected by the rate 
payers, but by the little clique that 


runs the city hall ; they represent no 
one else, 


Unless I have gone color blind, this 
whole affair looks “Yellow” to me. If 
the members of the 1917 council 
board had a clear conscience they 
would at least have shown a little 
more maply courage. 

To return to the question of water 
and light. There is absolutely no 
excuse for the present state of affairs. 
The dam at Willow creek broke down 
lastsummer, The council was well 
aware of what would happen if it was 
not repaired. But they did nothing 
and the city is now paying dearly for 
their neglect of duty. Business men 
are greatly handicapped, some were 
put out of business for a time, in this 
the busiest season of the whole year. 
Add to this the present and future 
loss of revenue to the city as a result 
of firms installing private lightin 
systems. Then think of what woul 
happen ve Claresholm if fire broke out 
on a wi night a a) 
Staak EN, gong goto ofthe 
the town ? The thing assumes almost 
criminal proportions. Yet the council 
are quite indifferent and take quick 
exception to any criticism. 

What, then, is the logical conclu 
sion? Simply this : That the mayor 
and members of the council who are 
responsible for the administration of 
the water and light systems are utter 
ly incompetent and Jack ability or de 
sire to do the work entrusted to their 
care. They fail to grasp the im- 
portance of that service which is 
expected of them. ‘They treat the 
subject as though water and light 
were a luxury rather than a_ real 
necessity, and that it matters little 
whether we have them or not. 

I give it as my opinion that the 
people hold a different view from this 
and would greatly appreciate a 
change of administration. 

In order to bring about this much 
needed change in municipal adminis- 
tration of our water and light systems, 
T hereby make a motion: 

“That a public meeting of all rate 
}payers who are dissutisfied with the 
present handling of our public utili- 
ties be called as soon as convenient. 
This meeting should yo thoroughly 
into the whole question of water and 
light supply and seek to find a 
remedy. The matter must be dealt 
with fearlessly and with perfect can- 
dor. The ratepayers are in the posi- 
tion of an employer, if their employees 
do not give satisfaction they know 
what to do. 

Anyone second the motion ?

It is essential that owners have their stallions at their respective stations, 
as indicated in the above schedule, at the time set, as Inspectors cannot 
remain longer than the time specified in the schedule. 1t would therefore 
be advisable that owners bring in their stallions the day before, especially 
when inspection has to be made in the mornings. 

To the case of pure-breds, owners are requested to produce registration 


papers. 

NOTE--Any owner who does not have his stallions inspected at the 
time the inspectors are in his vicinity, and who wishes to stand or travel his 
stallion during the 1918 season, will be required to have his horse examined
